The essence of the protection is 
that Johnnie's creditors can’t close 
him out while he’s away.in service. 
They must give him time to return 
and get on his feet again. In the 
meantime all they can look to is 
his serviceman’s income and family 
allowances. 

The Soldiers and Sailors Relief 
Act covers lawsuits for collection 
of debt, contracts, repossession of 
Properyt, ‘collection of certain 
taxes, sales of property for taxes 
eviction of tenants for nonpayment 
of rents, insurance premiums, an¢ 
rights in public lands. š 

The privilege of deferring debt 
payments may create financing 
problems. Banks and’ insurance 
companies which have lent pur- 
chase money for post World War 
II homes now will have to adjust 
payments to service incomes. 
Mortgage owners can work out 
agreements with mortgagors to 
pay interest and taxes and post- 
pone payments on principal, add- 
ing them to payments due after 
the return from service. The guar- 
anteeing agencies, FHA and VA 
must compensate the lenders fo: 
interest lost because of delays in 
foreclosure, and extra insurance 
premiums required. 

But the serviceman remains li- 
able for the debts in the long run. 

The landlord will find he can’t 
evict a serviceman’s family with- 
out court permission if the rent 
is less than $80 a month. But un- 
psid rent piles up a debt. 

The taxcollector will find he 
can't sell a soldier's property for 
taxes until the soldies returns. But 
the taxes continue to pile up. 

The installment collector wii! 
find he can't take back a car if 
the soldier has paid half the pur- 


have to pay the full price in the 
end. 

The income tax collector will de- 
fer collecting income taxes if pay- 
nig them would be a hardship on 
the service income. But the taxes 
stay on the books and must be 
paid sometime. 

The government will see that a 
soldier’s life insurance premiums 
are paid, but it will take the money 
out of ‘his pay. 

Law covering servicemen’s right 
to postpone payments of obliga- 
tions beyond the ability to pay 
while in service is so broad that 
many World War`II. counselore 
urged draftees to steer clear if 
possible. 

This probably still is good ®a- 
vice: 

Settle your debts, soldier, sel) 
that car if you can’t make the 
payments, leave things fixed so a 
mountain of debt won't pile up 
while you are away. See a lawyer 
before you go. If he suggests it 
leave a power of attorney with 
someone you trust.
